But before Monday’s 91 to 7 vote that 
sent the bill to conference with the 
House, senators rejected a $500-million 
cut that was offered as a weapon 
against inflation. 


By a 51 to 47 vote, the Senate first 
approved the reduction in spending 
authority. Minutes later, the action 
was overturned by an identical vote. 
Sens. Hubert H. Humphrey, D- 
Minn., and Robert C. Byrd, D-W.Va., 
sponsors of the reduction amendment, 
said the Defense Department should 
share in the cuts if the $268.7-billion 
spending ceiling for this fiscal year is 
to be upheld. 
Congress and Nixon have agreed to 
the ceiling as a tool in the war on in­ 
flation. 
But Sen. John C. Stennis, D-Miss., 
chairman of the 
Armed Services 
Committee, said the across-the-board 


cut would undo months of work put into 
the bill by the panel. 
Through the nine days of debate, 
sponsors of the committee bill argued 
that further cuts would jeopardize U.S. 
security 
and 
hinder 
impending 
negotiations with the Soviet Union for 
arms and troop reductions. 
The final Senate bill is virtually 
identical to the one drawn by the 
committee and is $550 million above 
what the House voted. 
'Hie notable change from the com­ 
mittee bill is an amendment added on 
the floor by Humphrey and Byrd, 
requiring a 110,000-man reduction in 
the number of land-based American 
troops in foreign countries by Dec. 31, 
1975. 
The committee mandated, and the 
Senate agreed to, a cut of 156,100 
personnel in uniformed manpower by 
next June 30. 
The bill passed by the House calls for 
neither a troop cutback nor a with­ 
drawal from foreign bases. 
The Senate bill gives the Pentagon 
virtually all the weapons systems it 
requested.

Under federal statutes of lim­ 
itations, prosecution for bribery, 
extortion and conspiracy to commit 
either offense must be initiated within 
five years of the commission of the 
crime. 
Agnew’s lawyers may argue that the 
statutes, as they relate to the extortion 
and bribery allegations against the 
vice president, expire Oct. 22, it was 
learned Monday. 
It was on Oct. 22, 1968, almost five 
years ago, that Agnew attended his 
last major session of the Maryland 
State Board of Public Works. At that 
meeting, seven major engineering 
contracts were awarded totaling more 
than $5.6 million. 
All records relating to the awarding 
of those contracts have been sub­ 
poenaed by the Baltimore grand jury.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Former 
United Mine Workers President W. A. 
“ Tony” Boyle tried “ to escape from 
the world” as well as the court’s 
jurisdiction by his apparent suicide 
attempt, says a federal magistrate 
who has suspended bond and ordered 
protective custody for the ousted union 
boss. 
U.S. Magistrate Arthur L. Burnett 
issued his ruling Monday after hearing 
testimony that Boyle had swallowed 
between 105 and 150 sleeping pills just 
hours before a scheduled court ap­ 
pearance at proceedings to extradite 
him to Pennsylvania on murder 
conspiracy charges. Boyle is under in­ 
dictment in the 1969 slayings of his

The

Boyle’s attorney, Charles Moses, 
argued that this could have an adverse 
effect on his client’s physical and 
emotional health and affect his 
recovery. 
In his ruling, to be signed today, 
Burnett said there was sufficient 
evidence of a possible suicide attempt 
to warrant additional protective 
custody. 
He ordered temporary 
suspension of bond and a 24-hour guard 
by U.S. marshals. He stipulated that 
Boyle was not to be told of the change 
in his legal status. 
Burnett’s order is to remain in effect 
until Boyle’s doctors say he is well 
enough to be released from the 
hospital. At that time, Burnett said, 
the government may again move to 
revoke bond.

Consumers Suffer Supermarket Setback

Consumers fighting the battle of the 
bulging food bill suffered another 
setback in September, an Associated 
Press marketbasket survey shows. 
The family grocery bill on Oct. 1 
averaged almost nine per cent more 
than it did on March 1. On Sept. 1, the 
marketbasket bill was seven per cent 
higher than it was six months earlier 
The news wasn’t all bad: Pork chops 
and eggs kept going down. But the food 
bill was pushed up by higher prices for 
milk, sugar, butter and cookies. 
The AP checked the prices of 15 food 
and nonfood items in 13 cities on March 
1 and has rechecked them each suc­ 
ceeding month. 


On Oct. 1, The AP found the total 
marketbasket bill was up in six cities 
and down in seven. In almost half the 
cities, the change either way was less 
than one per cent. 
Of 
the 
total 
number 
of 
items 
checked, however, 36 per cent cost 
more on Oct. 1 than they did a month 
earlier. Twenty-one per cent cost less, 
32 per cent were unchanged; and 11 
per cent were unavailable on one of the 
check dates. 
To some extent, the increases 
reflected the lifting of the freeze on 
beef prices, which were under controls 
from the end of March until Sept. 10. 
Other factors included new gov­ 
ernment 
regulations 
permitting 
wholesalers and retailers to raise their 


prices to compensate for hikes in 
operating costs and higher wholesale 
prices for basic commodities due to 
worldwide demand. 
Government and industry experts 
alike watched during the month to see 
what the consumer would do. Many 
sources said that grocery bills would 
come down again if people refused to 
buy at high prices.

Consumers Suffer Supermarket Setback

C onsum ers fighting the battle of the 
bulging food bill suffered another 
setback in Septem ber, an Associated 
P ress m arket basket survey shows. 
The fam ily grocery bill on Oct. I 
averaged alm ost nine per cent m ore 
than it did on M arch I. On Sept. I, the 
m arketbasket bill was seven per cent 
higher than it was six m onths earlier. 
The news w asn’t all bad: Pork chops 
and eggs kept going down. But the food 
bill was pushed up by higher prices for 
m ilk, sugar, butter and cookies. 
The AP checked the prices of 15 food 
and nonfood item s in 13 cities on M arch 
I and has rechecked them each suc­ 
ceeding month. 


On Oct. I, The AP found the total 
m arketbasket bill was up in six cities 
and down in seven.

The Can adian -bu ilt du stbin was 
con tain ed in a gian t U.S.-design ed 
fu n n el towed abou t 16 miles in to the 
sky by a U.S. atmospheric balloon . 
A Nation al Research Cou n cil official 
here say s the balloon is probably down 
— its battery operated trackin g con ­ 
trols dead — an d that n o hope remain s 
for the cosmic du st it was to collect. 
The du st — the on ly ty pe of its kin d 
ev er collected — might hav e prov ided 
clu es to how the su n an d plan ets were 
formed. 
The Can adian -U.S. v en tu re began 
Jan . 29 when the fu n n el an d du stbin 
were lau n ched behin d a 65-foot balloon 
n ear Brisban e, Au stralia. 
The balloon was to hav e been blown 
by prev ailin g win ds eastward ov er the 
sou thern tips of Sou th America an d 
Sou th Africa an d back to Au stralia, 
where the du stbin was to hav e been 
parachu ted to earth. 
The balloon retu rn ed ov er Au stralia 
too soon . 
An d grou n d con trol in 
Au stralia did n ot release the du stbin 
becau se it was thou ght the balloon 
shou ld go arou n d a secon d time, ex ­ 
plain ed

Wlochowicz,

astrophy sics en gin eer at the Research 
Cou n cil. 
Wlochowicz, who bu ilt the du stbin , 
said the balloon retu rn ed after on ly 19 
day s. The 20,000-mile jou rn ey was ex ­ 
pected to take twice that lon g. 
The balloon was becalmed on its 
secon d jou rn ey an d didn ’t retu rn ov er 
Au stralia u n til Ju n e 18. Bu t it did n ot 
respon d to grou n d con trol sign als to 
sev er the 500-foot tow cable between 
the balloon an d the fu n n el. 
Wlochowicz said the batteries mu st 
hav e been too weak. They were 
design ed to last 50 day s. A weak sign al 
was heard from the baloon Au g. 27, 
an d n othin g sin ce. 
Wlochowicz said an other balloon 
probably will be lau n ched to collect the 
v alu able du st, thou gh n o date has been 
set.

(AP) — The wreckage 
of an airlin er missin g sin ce last 
Thu rsday was fou n d Su n day n ight on a 
sou thwest A rkan sas m ou n tain side 
n early 100 miles off the cou rse of a 75- 
mile flight. 
Eight u n iden tified bodies were 
recov ered Su n day n ight from the 
wreckage of the Tex as In tern ation al 
Con v air tu rboprop. No su rv iv ors were 
fou n d from the plan e which carried 
eight passen gers an d a crew of three 
oi. its schedu led flight from El Dorado, 
Ark., to n earby Tex arkan a, Ark. 
Darkn ess an d terrain too ru gged for 
helicopters to lan d hampered search 
efforts. The area was sealed off, an d 
the search was su spen ded u n til 
day break, with three person s still 
u n accou n ted for. 
The area in which the plan e crashed 
has been described as dan gerou s for 
aircraft. Mou n tain s rise su dden ly ou t 
of 1,000-foot hills to a height of 2,8 00 
feet. 
The wreckage was spotted by a 
stu den t pilot shortly before du sk on 
North Fork Mou n tain , which is abou t 
14 miles n orthwest of Men a. 
Edward Dreifu s of the Nation al 
Tran sportation Safety Board said the 
bodies recov ered by paramedics who 
were lowered to the crash site cou ld 
n ot be immediately iden tified. 
For three day s the search for the 
missin g plan e had cen tered in sou th 
Arkan sas alon g the 75-mile lin e the 
schedu led flight was to hav e taken 
Airlin e spokesman Jim O’Don n ell had 
n o commen t when asked why the plan e 
had gon e 1(H) miles off cou rse, bu l 
au thorities had earlier specu lated ii 
might hav e don e so to av oid a storm 
Forrest Ogden , a n ewsman who fleu 
ov er the crash site before rescu e u n its 
arriv ed, said he saw n o sign s of life.

Speaking Of Your Health

I have had four X-rays of the chest in 
the past few months. I just learned that 
I am two months pregnant. I am 
terribly concerned that this might 
affect my unborn child. 
Mrs. K T., 111. 
Dear Mrs. T.: 
I am certain you have no real cause 
for concern. Today’s exposure to x-ray 
of the chest is so minimal that there is 
no likelihood of risk to either you or 
your unborn child. 
Your physician will, of course, 
further assure you and relieve your 
anxiety. 
It is comforting to know that more 
and more women are learning from 
health campaigns that doctors are 
trying to eliminate drugs and toxic 
materials that might affect the unborn 
child 
Such precautions, in addition to 
surveillance by a doctor from the time 
pregnancy is established, is most 
significant in avoiding complications 
of pregnancy and abnormalities in the 
child 


am sure that your concern is probably 
a cosmetic one. 
There is a hereditary condition 
known as Telangiectasis in which tiny 
blood vessels become enlarged. 
Sometimes they may break and 
release some blood underneath the 
skin. 
Neither surgery nor the application 
of medicines will obliterate these 
spider veins. I have been told that 
many mail-order “ health ointments" 
are promoted to “ guarantee" the 
removal of spider veins. Avoid them! 
There are simple safe cosmetics 
available that cover the spider veins. 
This is far more sensible than un­ 
necessarily exposing yourself to harsh 
“ miracle" chemicals. 


I am 60 years old and have recently 
developed spider veins on the bridge of 
my nose. Is there any treatment or 
method by which these veins can be 
removed?

Dear Mrs. O.: 
These tiny spider veins may have 
been present for a longer time than you 
suspect. They are not 
terribly 
meaningful from the point of health. I

Canadian Cosmic 
Dustbin Is Lost 


OTTAWA (AP) — Somewhere over 
the southern hemisphere Canada’s 
dustbin in the sky is lost. 
The 
Canadian-built dustbin was 
contained in a giant U.S.-designed 
funnel towed about 16 miles into the 
sky by a U.S. atmospheric balloon. 
A National Research Council official 
here says the balloon is probably down 
— its l>a ttery opera ted tracking con­ 
trols dead — and that no hope remains 
for the cosmic dust it was to collect. 
The dust — the only type of its kind 
ever collected — might have provided 
clues to how the sun and planets were 
formed. 
The Canadian-U.S. venture began 
Jan. 29 when the funnel and dustbin 
were launched behind a 65-foot balloon 
near Brisbane, Australia. 
The balloon was to have been blown 
by prevailing winds eastward over the 
southern tips of South America and 
South Africa and back to Australia, 
where the dustbin was to have been 
parachuted to earth. 
The balloon returned over Australia 
too soon. And ground control in 
Australia did not release the dustbin 
because it was thought the balloon 
should go around a second time, ex­ 
plained 
Romeo 
Wlochowicz, 
an 
astrophysics engineer at the Research 
Council. 
Wlochowicz, who built the dustbin, 
said the balloon returned after only 19 
days. The 20,000-mile journey was ex­ 
pected to take twice that long. 
The balloon was becalmed on its 
second journey and didn’t return over 
Australia until June 18. But it did not 
respond to ground control signals to 
sever the 500-foot tow cable between 
the balloon and the funnel. 
Wlochowicz said the batteries must 
have been too weak. They were 
designed to last 50 days. A weak signal 
was heard from the baloon Aug. 27, 
and nothing since. 
Wlochowicz said another balloon 
probably will be launched to collect the 
valuable dust, though no date has been 
set. 
Tile cosmic dust from outer at­ 
mosphere 
is 
made 
up 
of 
mi- 
crometeorites so small hundreds 
would fit on the head of a pin. 
Such particles are scarce and can be 
collected only over a long period at an 
altitude of about 80,000 feet. 
From the chemical composition of 


these tiny particles, scientists believe 
they can learn about comets, asteriods 
and gas clouds and, possibly, about 
how the sun and planets were formed. 


Plane Found; 
No Survivors 


MENA, Ark. (AP) — The wreckage 
of an airliner missing since last 
Thursday was found Sunday night on a 
southwest Arkansas mountainside 
nearly IOO miles off the course of a 75- 
mile flight. 
Eight unidentified bodies were 
recovered Sunday night from the 
wreckage of the Texas International 
Convair turboprop. No survivors were 
found from the plane which carried 
eight passengers and a crew of three 


OI. its scheduled flight from El Dorado, 
Ark., to nearby Texarkana, Ark. 
Darkness and terrain too rugged for 
helicopters to land hampered search 
efforts. The area was sealed off, and 
the search was suspended until 
daybreak, with three persons still 
unaccounted for. 
The area in which the plane crashed 
has been described as dangerous for 
aircraft. Mountains rise suddenly out 
of 1,000-foot hills to a height of 2,800 
feet. 
The wreckage was spotted by a 
student pilot shortly before dusk on 
North Fork Mountain, which is about 
14 miles northwest of Mena. 
Edward Dreifus of the National 
Transportation Safety Board said the 
bodies recovered by paramedics who 
were lowered to the crash site could 
not be immediately identified. 
For three days the search for the 
missing plane had centered in south 
Arkansas along the 75-mile line the 
scheduled flight was to have taken. 
Airline spokesman Jim O’Donnell had 
no comment when asked why the plane 
had gone IOO miles off course, but 
authorities had earlier speculated it 
might have done so to avoid a storm. 
Forrest Ogden, a newsman who flew 
over the crash site before rescue units 
arrived, said he saw no signs of life. He 
said the airliner had crashed into the 
east edge of Black Fork Mountain, a 
peak of about 2,500 feet, knocking down 
several trees.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)

Even Paradise 
Has Its Troubles 
U N ITED NATIONS, N Y. (A P) 
Trouble in paradise is the picture that 
is painted at U.N. headquarters of 
faraway Micronesia, known officially 
as the U.S. Trust Territory of the 
Pacific Islands. 
Outsiders thinking about the 115,000 
inhabitants of the 2,000-odd islands 
may envy their simple life, their 75-to 
85-degree climate and their elbow 
room of three million square miles of 
ocean. 
But U.N. observers report that the 
islanders are divided over whether 
they should stay together or split up 
and whether they should remain under 
the United States or take some degree 
of self-government. 
Germ any controlled the islands 
before World War I, and Japan had 
them between the wars. The United 
States took them in World War II. The 
U.N. 
Security 
Council 
gave 
Washington a trusteeship over them on 
April 2, 1947. 
The agreement made the islands a 
so-called strategic trust territory. That 
allowed the United States to establish 
bases and station forces there but 
required that it move the inhabitants 
toward 
self-government 
or 
in­ 
dependence 
Even before that, 
however, the 
United States had started using some 


of the islands as atomic test zones, and 
Bikini Atoll became an international 
household word. 
Bikini, Eniwetok and Kwajelein are 
part of the Marshall Islands, one of 
three groups in Micronesia. The others 
are the Carolines, which include Pe- 
lehu, and the Marianas, of which 
Saipan and Tinian are part. Saipan is 
the territorial capital.
